pensary. He was suffering from two scalp 
wounds and a bullet in the neck and an- 
other in the shoulder. 

Notwithstanding the intense pain he suf- 
fered he was able to tell the story of how 
he was wounded. It shows how an arrogant 
town marshal became too quick with the 
trigger and then to shield himself shipped 

is victim out of town. 

Harr‘c, who is 26 years old, was a railroad 
ewitchman, but some time ago lost his job 
in the Western part of ‘the State. With no 
money, no home and no relatives, he start- 
ed to walk to St. Louts. 

Thursday even‘ng he stopped near Wash- 
ington, Mo. It ‘was an hour or two before 
dark. He gathered a pile of wood and rub- 
bish and started a fire near the railroad 
tracks. 

He was seated near the biaze, watch'ng 
the flames building air castles, when he was 
rudely aroused by some one who had ap- 
poached from behind. 

A hand was laid on his shoulder and he 
was jerked about with such violence that 
he fell to the ground from the log on which 
he tad been sitting. He looked up to see the 
face of the Town Marshal, whom he jater 
learned was N. Krekle. 

He waa ordered to extinguish the fire and 
get on away from there, and not to enter 
the town. 

Harris started to explain that he built the 
fire to get warm, would see that no dam- 
age was done, and with the morning would 
start on his way to St. Louis. 

His explanation. Was cut The 
Marshal drew his revolver and beat Har- 
ris on the head with the butt. 

Harris jumped to his feet and ran, but 
he had gone not more than five steps when 
the Marshal opened fire on him. 

Harris fell with a bullet in his neck and 
one in his shoulder. The,Marshal ran up 


short. 


to him and, holding the weapon over him, 
commanded him to get up and get out of 
there. WHarris made an attempt to do so, 
but because he was slow Krekle kicked him 
in the side with heavy boots and knocked 
him down again. Then he ewore at him be- 
cause he was not several miles from there. 

For a moment Harris lay still. The Mar- 
shal he'ped him to his feet and finding that 
he could stand alone compelled him to ac- 
company him to the calaboose. But before 
starting the Marshal saw that his wounded 
prisoner was securely handcuffed. 

Upon erriving at the lock-up Harris was 
thrown ‘n on the floor of a cell and the 
Goor was closed amd locked. 

There he lay bleeding until after midnight. 
No one came in to see him and although he 
erted aloud the best he could for ass'st- 
ance he saw no one until the Marshal opened 
the cell door and then it was the first hour 
of Friday. 

Harris was lying tn a pool of his own 
blood. The whole floor was covered with 
blood and his clothes had soaked up some 
of it. He was too weak from loss of blood 
to rise. 

The Marshal thought he was lazy and 
Beat a tattoo on the soles of the wounded 


man’s feet with a club, but when that only 
elicited «a cry of pain the officer became 
@larmed and called in a physician. 

The doctor said Harris’ condition was most 
Serious, that the wounds, with the loss of 
blood, would possibly cause death. The 
Physician placed a temporary dressing on 
the wounds and then departed, . 

Marvhal Krekle saw that he had a serious 
cave on his hands and he decided to rid 
himself of it. 

He told Harris he could receive much bet- 
ter medica) attendance itn the hospital at St. 


He bought Harris a ticket to this city and 
Placed & cents in his vest pocket.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Jan. 15.—The following letter, in which Mr. Bryan re- 
plies to those who criticised his recent venture into the lecture field, is pub- 


LINCOLN, Nieb., Jan. 9, 1897.—Mr. Hugh Middleton: Dear Sir—I read, a few 
days ago, an article which my old friend, Tom Cobb, wrote in my defense, and 
to-day I have seen your reply to some hostile criticikms. Great occasions. do not 
come every day, and they cannot be manufactured. A speech should be judged 
by the circumstances which surround it, and by the purpose for which it is 
made. My Atlanta lecture, if delivered before the Chicago Convention, 
have been a failure, but mo more so, in my judgment, 
speech, had I delivered it as a lecture before my Atlanta audience. At Chicago 
my object was to answer the arguments which had been brought against our 
platform, and to impress upon the delegates the righteousness of our cause. At 
Atlanta, I desired to put as clearly and precisely as possible a few suggestions 
im regard to the Government, its wses and abuses. 

The political friendships which I have formed have, as arule, been with those 
who agree with me in purpose, rather than with those who praise the manner 
of my speeches, I may be at fault in not giving more attention to ornamenta- 
tion, but each one has his ideals. The highest compliments paid to me, accord- 
ing to my estimate of compliments, have been paid by those who have become 
convinced by my argument, or who have been enabled to secure new arguments 
for their own use. If my visit to Atlanta resulted in making those present re- 
alize the duties of citizenship and awakened in them a keener interest in the af- 
fairs of Government, my lecture was a success. It would have been a failure, no 
matter how much of applause I might have won, had I failed to impress them 
with the great importance of the ideas which I discussed. I do not know how 
much lecturing I shall do, and I am quite indifferent as to my relative position 
among those who ispeak from the platform, but I hope that no friends will be 
worried about any criticisms which may be laid against me. I expect to stand 
or fall in public estimation, according to my ideas, not according to my ora-

Store With as Much Boldness as 
the Brewery Was Robbed.

Three highwaymen made a successful raid 
on Fred W. Junge’s grocery, at 1600 Tower 
Grove avenue, Thursday night. 

They held up the proprietor, h’'s brother 
and a driver at the point of revolvers and 
rifled the cash drawer of between $80 and $90 


in dash and . k for $28. 
Then th obbers walked away as though 
whey, h done nothing out of the ordinary 


and the victims are not able to give the least 
description of them. 

Junge’s grocery store is at the southeast 
corner of Tower Grove and Blaine avenues, 
The district is not a thickly sevtied one and 
hold ups have been of frequent occ @rrence 
of late. It was after 9 o’clock when the ban- 
dits called, : 

At that time there are few people on the 
streets, though street cars pass the door 
every few minutes. : 
Junge was preparing to close for the night 
and was seated at his desk, looking over the 
accounts for the day. His brother, August, 
and Joe McDonald, who drives a delivery 
wagon for Junge, were standing mear a 


stove in the center of the room. The fron? 
door opened and a man entered. 

He acted as though he wished to purchase 
something and Junge made a move to r'se 


from his desk. As he did so two othe 
entered by a side door on Blaine avenus. 

Une of them drew a revolver. He pointed 
ot qunge, and [commanded him to six

le also indiaited that the roprietor’s 
brother and the driver were sedar surveil. 
lance by a wave of the weapon. All of 
them were too surprised tto make a move, 
and remained like wooden men while two of 
the highwaymen rifled the money drawer, 
putting the coin and bills in their coat 
pockets. 

While they were doing this a street. car 
stopped in front of the door to let a pas- 
senger off, ‘then went on without anyone 
noticing the scene in.the store. 

When the highwaymen had got all of the 
money inahe drawer, they left through the 
«ide door on Blaine street. two who 
had rifled the money drawer walked out 
with no show of haste orconcern, The man 
with the revolver backed ‘\o the door, keep- 
ing the proprietor of the store covered 
until safely outside. Then he turned and 
joined his companions, the trio walking east 
on Blaine avenue. 

Junge and his companions wtre so gur- 
prised that no one spoke for several min- 
utes. Then they notified the paves by tele- 
phone of what had happened. 

Two officers from the Mounted District 
arrived om the scene Friday morning just 
as a Post-Dispatch 2 habe’ was leaving. 
Mr. Junge states that he never saw any of 
the highwaymen before, and cannot give a 
description of them, as he was too badly 
rattled to notice what they looked like, 
though he wais certain they did not wear 
masks. He could not even say he could 
identify the men, if they were brought be- 
fore him.

HE WILL BE BROUGHT BACK. 


Mrs. Jennette Hills Is Raising $1,000 
to Effect His Capture and 
Extradition.

Mrs. Jennette Hills of 2631 Little Market 
street has succeeded in raising about $600 
of the $1,000 necessary to effect the capture 
andweturn of Charles Kuhn.to this city. 

The middle of last April Kuhn and his 
wife boarded a _ steamer for Eu- 
rope. They took with them about $35,000 
worth of diamonds and about $160,000 of Mr. 
Kuhn’s clients’ money. Kuhn was in the 
real estate and investment business. His 
specialty was in making investments for 
widows who did not know the difference 
between a deed of trust and a marriage li- 
cense. For these women he invested their 
money s@it would bring 6 per cent interest, 
at least he said he did. But when he had 
about $150,000 of such investment cash he 
left the city. 

A valuable person for the prosecution of 
Kuhn, and who is assisting in locating him, 
is Mrs. C. Buhrer, who conducts a notion 
store at 2106 Clark avenue. 

Mrs. Buhrer says Kuhn’s right name is 
Jacob Kahn, and that he was compelled to 
leave Germany about fifteen years ago be- 
cause of his criminal pursuits. 

Mrs. Buhrer came to this country thirteen 
years ago and purchased the little store she 
now keeps from Mrs. Frank Schaefer. 
Kuhn was the agent who conducted the 
sale. In speaking about the agent, Mrs, 
Schaefer told Mrs. Buhrer she had known 
Kuhn in Germany; that there his name was 
Jacob Kahn, and that before coming to this 
country she had lived with him over an um- 
brella store in Stuttgart. While there they 
had planned to come to America. She, 
Kuhn, the umbrella man and his wife had 
agreed to leave for America the same day, 
but three days before the date set Kuhn 
had to pack up and leave in a hurry, as the 
police were after him. The two women and 
the umbrella man came a few days later and 
found Kuhn, or Kahn, awaiting them at 
the wharf in New York. 


A few weeks later they all came to St. 
Louis, and Kahn purchased for Mrs. Schaef- 
er the little notion store out on Clark avenue, 
which she sokd to Mra. Buhrer. 

When Mrs. Buhrer next saw Kuhn she 
asked him if he was mot Jacob Kahn and 
if his father was not a butcher in Zaberfeld, 

akenheim, Wurtemberg. Kahn said it was 
true. That was the place from which Mrs. 
Buhrer came, and she Knew the swindler’s 
father very well. 

She asked him why he ha‘ changed his 
name upon coming to this country, and he 
replied that in coming to S:. Louis he had 
bought ovt the rea! estate business of a 
"man named Charles Kuhn, and had just as- 
sumed his name, but SA'‘rs. Sshaefer said 
that was not true, that he was compelled 
to leave Stuttgardt because of aome cruoked 
financial dealings, 29! changed his name to 
prevent identification. 

Mrs. tsuhrer has_also furnished the po- 
lice with a clew to Kuhn's present location, 
which Chief nae considers excellent. 
As scon as the $1, is raised by Kuhn's 
seventy-five or 100 victims he will cable for 
the swindler’s arrest. 

The clew starts about @ year ago when 
Kuhn contracted with the larger of the dry 
goods trade papers in the country for an 
advertisement to begin running at any time 
within a year and continue for a year from 


that date. ‘ 
About two months “— Mrs. Buhrer no- 
ticed in the more prominent of these trade 
apers an advertisement of a woolen mili 
n Freudenthal, em berg. 
Mrs. Buhrer thea, did a ilttle thinking.

that Kuhn had contracted for such an ad- 
vertisement, she immediately surmised that 
Kuhn, with his $150,000 of stolen money, is 
running a woolen mill in Freudenthal. 

Mrs. Hills, who has raised most of the 
pooner necessary to bring Kuhn back, aape 
it will only be a matter of a few weeks 
until the other $400 is contributed. 

woman, the widow of a doctor, called on 
“Mrs. Tiills a few days’ ago and said she 
would give $100 to anyone who could tell 
her the exact location of Kuhn. She sa‘d 
she did not care to have him brought back 
and prosecute him. She just wanted (to 
meet him face to facé, and she would do all 
the prosecution necessary, and it wouldn’t 
take long, either, 

While she refused to give her address, 
she said that she had lost $6,000 through 
Kuhn and was willing to spend $1,000 more 
to meet him. She said she would call upon 
Mrs. Hills from time to time to see if any- 
thing definite had been learned. 

When the $1,000 is raised it will be placed 
in the hands of the St. Louis Chief of Police 
and then correspondence with the German 
officials will. begin. As soon as Kuhn is 
positively located a St. Louis detective, 
armed with the necessary papers, will go 
after him and bring him back to St, Louis. 


POLICE INQUIRY. 


Special Legislative Committee to In- 
vestigate Kansas City and 
Possibly St. Louis. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 15.—The 
sensation of the day in the House was the 
introduction of a resolution by Represen- 
tative Spofford calling for the appointment 
of a special committee of seven members 
to make a ‘thorough investigation of the al- 
leged corruption in police and election af- 
fairs at St. Louis and Kansas City—partic- 
ularly Kansas City. 

The resolution was adopted and the in- 
vestigation -will proceed. The resolution is 
so drawn as to empower the committee ‘to 
go to any part of the State to turn the 
searchlight on alleged crookedness. 

Representative Spofford stated to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that he made 
the resolution sweeping enough to cover St. 
Louls, Kansas City or any other place that 


the committee may deem in need of investi- 
gation.

A CABINET MEETING HELD. 


It Is Possible, Too, That Jose San- 
guilly, American, Will Be 
Granted a Pardon. 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—A dispatch to the Pal? 
Mall Gazette from Madrid says that at a 
Cabinet meeting just held there, the Queen 
Regent presiding, it was agreed to intro- 
duce reforms in Cuba, and a royal decree 
on the subject will be published on the 
King’s fete day. 

It is possible that Jose Sanguilly, the 
American citizen recently sentenced at Ha- 
vana to imprisonment, will be granted a 
pardon. 


GOMEZ TAKES SANTA CLARA, 


And Is Marching Towards Havana 
With Eighteen Thousand Men. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The Press claims 
to have received news through private chan- 
nels that Gen. Maximo Gomez stormed and 
captured the important City of Santa Clara 
on Jan. 9, and is now moving on Havana 
with 18,000 men. 

The famous cavalry leader, Quintin Ban- 
dera,.was mortally wounded, the Press says, 
and Gen, Liique, commanding the Spanish, 
was also wounded. . 
The news received says that the losses 
were: Spanish, estimated killed and wound- 
ed, 900; prisoners, 700; cannon captured,’ 18;, 
battle standards, 4; rifles in the Spanish ar- 
senal, 5,000, with plenty of ammunition. Cu- 
bans killed and wounded, 1,500, which is 600 
more than the Spanish -loss. 

According to the Press advices, the gar- 
rison of Santa Clara had been reduced to 
2,000 men, while Gomez had 8,000 men, 6,000 
being armed. . 5 he invested the 
city, which was well fortified. 

Gomez sent the infantry under Gen. Rabi 
to the west of the city. The cavalry, 4,000 
strong, under Quintin Bandera, was placed 
on the other three sides, its main strength 
being on the west. On the 6th, 7th and 8th 
there were skirmishes, Gen. Luque, com- 
mander of the garrison, being wounded on 
the latter day. On the 9th, at daybreak, 
the Cubans closed in on the town, the cav- 
alry charging over the Spanish earthworks 
and putting the enemy to flight. Bandera 
fell while leading his men, and died soon 
after. 

Gomez gave his men only a night’s rest. 
Then leaving a garrison of 1,500 men, he 
pushed on to the west. Those of his men 
who had no weapons were armed from 
the Spanish arsenal, so that in fighting 
men he was nearly as strong as before the 
battle. 

No sooner had the news of the fall of 
Sanita Clara reached the planters round 
about than they began to flock to Gomez's 
standard. Every mile he went he got new 
recruits. 

A Havana dispatch to another paper says 
couriers who have slipped through the 
Spanish lines in Matanzas Province briag 
the news that Gen. Gomez is undoubtedly 
marching on Havana slowly, but surely, 
and that his advance guard is laying waste 
the country. In less than a week the ad- 
vance guard of Gomez's army has de- 
stroyed by fire twenty-one of the most v4l- 
uable estates in ‘the Province of Matanzas. 
The people of Havana are at last becoming 
thoroughly alarmed ait the situation, and 
all who possibly can do so have already 
left the place. Those who have been de- 
tained are making preparations to leave 
with all possible haste. Many of those who 
have been outwardly loyal to Spain have 
lost all confidence in Gen. Weyler’s ability 
10 handle the insurgents and they now acl- 
ually fear for the safety of Havana.

The United States Minister to Hawaii 
Expires of Pneumonia at 
.Honolulu. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 15.—The 
steamer Monowai brings advices from Hono- 
lulu that United States Minister Albert §, 
Willis died at 9:30 a. m. on Jan, 6, after an 
illness covering several months. 

In April last the Minister and family left 
Hawaii fora visit to their.old home at Louis- 
ville. While in San Francisco, on their fre- 
turn trip, the Minister contracted a severe 
cold, which settled on his lungs. This was 
the immediate cause of his death. On Oct, 
31, while leaving church, his horse ran away 
and threw Mr. Willis to the ground. He was 
taken to a physician’s office and soon re- 
covered sufficiently to return to his home at

Waikiki. He never left it again. Fever in- 
creased and the cold taken in San Fran- 
cisco soon developed into pneumonia. 

At the request of Mrs. Willis, the funeral 
services took place at the Central Unton 
Church at 3 p. m. on Jan. 7. The funeral 
procession was the most imposing since 
that of Kalakaua. The remains were de- 
posited temporarily in a vault in Nuuanu 
Cemetery until the 13th inst., when his 
casket was to be placed on board the 
steamship Australia for transportation to 
the. United States. 


Albert Sydney Willis was born near Shel- 
byville,: Ky., about fifty-five years ago. 

e was the son of a well known physi- 
cian. When Albert was 12 years of age hss 
father died. After a short widowhood Mrs, 
Willis married J. L. Clemmons, a Louis- 
ville attorney, and went to that city to 
live. Albert was sent to the public schools, 
Later he entered the High School, took a 
full five years’ course, and was graduated 
with distinction. 

After his graduation he taught a little 
school on the Bardstown road. While fill- 
ing this post he studied law and later ma. 
triculated at the Louisville Law School. In 
1866 he was graduated from the law school 
and began practice. 

In the early seventies he was elected to 
the office of County Attorney, which post 
he held until his election to Congress in 
1876, when he succeeded Henry Watterson, 
who had been selected to fill the unexpired 
term of F. Y. Parsons. He became a fav- 
Orite Heutenant for Mr. Carlisle and ma- 
neuvered his forces for the Speakership, to 
which office Mr. Carlisle: was elected for 
the first time in the Forty-eighth Congress. 
Mr. Carlisle then made Mr. Willis Chair- 
man of the Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
which responsible post he capably filled. 

Mr. Wiliis served five terms in Congress, 

In 1886 he was succeeded by Hon. Asher G. 
Caruth. He returned to Louisville and re- 
sumed the practice of his profession. 
In 1893 Mr. Willis received the appoint- 
ment as Minister to Hawaii. He arrived at 
the island during the most critical moment 
in its history. The Queen had been de 
posed and another Government had taken 
the place of the monarchy. The most in- 
tense feeling existed as to what course the 
President would adopt. Mr. Cleveland jin- 
trusted his secret orders to Mr. Willis. They 
were to the effect that Queen Lilluokailani 
should be reinstated in the event of her 
granting immunity to all political offenders. 
This she declined to do. The recent state 
of affairs is well known. 

In 1878 Mr. Willis married Miss Florence 
Bulaney. They have one son, bert 5S. 
Willis, Jr., who is at Honolulu.

POLITICAL SNAPS WARPED. 


The Excise Commissionership and 
Shrievalty Will Lose Nearly All 
Their Attractions. 


St. Louls politicians had their teeth set 
on edge Friday when word came from Jef- 
ferson City that Gov. Stephens had sent a 
message to both branches of the Legisla- 
ture recommending the abolition of the fee 
system of Sheriff, Excise Commissioner, 
Probate Judge, Coa] Of] Inspector and all 
other offices in which the fees exceed $3,000 
a year be abolished and salaries be provid- 
ed for these offices. 

Gov. Stephens said that under the fee 
system the people witnessed the spectacle 


‘of &@ man whose duties were not more re- 


sponsible and legs, irksome than a county 
clerk receiving “An annual income greater 
than the combined saliries of the seven 
Supreme Court Justices. 

The fee offices are regarded as the great 
political snaps, and have come to be ob- 
jects of special veneration among political 
workers. Goy. Stephens’ stand has non- 


{ Plussed the politicians, and set them won- 


dering. : 

The beneficiaries of ‘the present fee sys- 
tem in St. Louis are Col. Nicholas M. Bell, 
Excise Commissioner; Sheriff-Henry Troll, 
Probate Judge Rassieur, Coal Oil Inspec- 
tor Bronaugh, Insurance Commissioner 
Waddill, Circuit Clerk Rodgers and Clerk 


Lewis of the Court of Appeals. 

Several of these positions will soon be 
vacated by these incumbents. The ardor of 
those struggling to succeed them will be 
greatly dampened by the Governor’s mes- 


Sage. 

Sherif Troll, when seen in regard to Gov. 
Stephens’ recommendation, stated that he 
did not see how such a law could be made 
to, Apply to ‘the office of Sheriff. 

There is nothing in this office during the 
first two years,”’ said Sheriff Troll. ‘During 
that time there’is an outlay of at least $20,- 
000 before any noticeable returns are made. 
The cases have to be tried and disposed of 
in the court before we get a cent.” 

“I will say, however, that nearly every 
man who held the office of Sheriff would be 
glad to havéa salary of say $5,000 a year. At 
least 40 per cent of the fees of “he office are 
a total loss and 20 per cent more are hard to 
collect. It. keeps everybody hustling to 
make anything out of the office.’’ 

Judge ssieur of the Probate Court, 
which is said to be the best-payving fee of- 
fice in St.’ Louis, seemed opposed to the 
abolishment of the fee system in that of- 
fice, though he did not say so in those 
words. What he said was: “I left a practice 
in which I was making more money than 
I am here. If I am worth that outside, I 
am worth it here.’’ Beyond this Judge Ras- 
sieur would not discuss the matter. 
Probably the best informed man in St. 
Louis on Probate Court matters is Judge J. 
G. Woerner, who for twenty-four years pre- 
sided over the court. When asked what he 
eneet of the idea, he said: 

‘That is something which should have 
been done long ago. I have on numerous 
occasions said as much and I repeat it now. 

“I do not think, however, that the St. 
Louis court can“ be separated from the 
other Probate » Courts of the State 
in this manner. The constitution of 
1875 states that. the probate system of the 
State shall be payerm. The fee system was 
adopted, and in St. Louis the business has 
increased until it is the best paying judicial 
office in the State. 

‘To place all 6f the Probate Judges of 
the State on a salary,*however, would be 
a’ difficult matter, as a’ salary of $5,000 a 
year for the Judge in St. Louis would not 
be any more in proportion than $400 in some 
of the small counties. I would suggest 
that districts be provided, as is the case 
with the Circuit Judges, and St. Louis be 
made one district. The judges could then 
be placed on salaries, but I don’t think 
that St. Louis alone could be cut off in 
this manner.”’ 

Charles P. Higgins, who is supposed to 
stand the best show for the appointment 
to the office of Excise Commiss‘oner, said: 
“I think the Governor’s recommendation is 
a wise one.” 

Clerk John Lewis. of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals is in doubt as to the advisabil- 
ity of abolishing the fee system. The of- 
fice held by Mr. Lewis at present is op- 
erated under the fee system and pays about 
$3,500 a year. 

“There is no doubt but that a number of 
fee offices, where the receipts are enor- 
mous, should be abolished,’’ said Mr. Lew- 
is. ‘“‘But tn cases where the fees are not 
excessive this system is the best. 

‘‘Men who work for fees are always more 
efficient and harder workers than those in 
office on a salary, for their own efforts 
bring the reward. A man on a salary is 
usually a figure head, who has a deputy to 
do his work. 

“There seems to be a tendency in all 
In this man- 
ner they may keep the officers from get- 
ting rich, but I don’t think the State will 
gain much,” 


James R. ‘Waddill, Superintendent of the 
Department of Insurance for the State of 
Missouri, said, in reference to the Gover- 
nor’s suggestion to remove his office fron 
St. Louis ta Jefferson City, that it might 
be the choice, of the man selected for that 
berth by the new executive. 

It is thought that Ed Orear, who had 
been chief deputy to Treasurer Stephens, 
will be Mr. Waddill’s successor. 

Mr. Waddill thinks that his office in St. 
Louis can much better serve the public 
than in Jefferson. City, as four-fifths of the

THEY. WERE AMATEUR ACTORS. 


The Father of the Lady in the Case De- 
nies the Elopement 
Story. 


GAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Jan. 15.—The 
steamship Monowai brought news of a sen- 
\gational elopement from Honolulu, “as the 
{result of which two homes have been made 
junhappy by the principal parties of the 
ecandal. On board the steamer Coptic, 

- which sailed from Honolulu for San Fran- 

cisco on New Year's Day, were Charles Dil- 

lard Wilson and Mrs. W. W. Dimond. Both 

have left Hawali, probably never to return. 

Mrs. Dimond leaves behind her a husband, 

who is broken down by her unfaithfulness, 
Vand a little girl baby 4 years old. 

On New Year’s Day, 1895, just two years to 
the day of departure, Charles D. Wilson ar- 
rived in Honolulu from Seattle. He was ac- 
companied by his bride, Miss Jessie French, 
whom he had married in Seattle the night 
before his coming to Hawaii. Wilson came 
here as a drummer in the Government band. 
He afterward obtained employment as a 
bookkeeper in Hebron’s drug store. Both 
he and his wife were familiar with theatri- 
cals, though they may never have been on 
the stage. } 

When the play “Jane’’ wag suggested as 
a suitable piece for amateurs to produce at 
the epening of the new opera-house, Mrs. 
Dimond sought an tntroduction to Wilson 
and asked him to take part. To this he 
readily consented, and he was cast for the 
character of William, who, in the play, 

makes love to Jane, the role assigned to 
Mrs. Dimond. The third rehearsal their 
love-making on the stage was not acting. 
It was real. And the stronger his love grew 
aay Mrs. Dimond the more he neglected his 
wife. 

The more he was talked with regarding 
his abuse of his wife, the mose he mal- 
treated her. On one occasion Wilson choked 
his wife nearly *e death and she was in the 
hands of a doctor for some days afterwards. 
After this treatment she lost her mind tem. 
porarily. When the Frawley company left 
for San Francisco Mrs. Wilson was a pas- 
senger on the same steamer and it is the 
opinion of her friends here tha? she will not 
return. 

When his wife had gone a load was lifted 
from Wilson's mind and he devoted himself 
60 assiduously to Mrs. Dimond that her 
husband's suspicions were aroused and these 
being confirmed subsequently a separation 
was effected and the gullty pair left the 


island. 
Mrs. W. W. Dimond is the wife of *he 
eldest son of the late Gen. W. H. Dimond 


and grandson of the late John Thomas 
Waterhouse of Honolulu and Cedar Rapids, 
Io., respectively. 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Io., Jam 15.—Maj. M. 
A. Higley of this city, father of Mrs. W. 
W. Dimond, when shown a dispatch tell- 
ing of her alleged elopeMent from Hono- 
lulu, denied the story. He says his daugh- 
ter, upon the advice of physicians, came to 
San Francisco to recover from the effects 
of abuse heaped upon her by her husband. 
Dimond has brought suit for divorce at 
Honolulu, to which she has made: answer, 
making counter charges. She leaves to-day 
on the steamer Coptic for Honolulu, and 
will fight the case to the bitter end. She 
learned only on her arrival at San Fran- 
cisco of the scandalous charges which she 
claimed were instigated by |her husband, 
without cause.

The Princess de Chimay’s Correspon- 
dence Seized by the Authorities 
of Buda Pesth. 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—A 4Aispatch to the Pall 
Mall Gazette from Brussels says the Prin- 
cess De Chimay had an unpleasant expe- 
rience at Buda Pesth. The police, it ap- 
pears, were informed that the Princess was 
a spy of Russia and consequently raided 
her apartments and seized a package of 
documents.

On open- 
ing the package it was found, instead of 
compromising Russian corespondence, to 
contain a series of letters from a crowned 
head, which the police propose to hand over 
to the Buda Pesth Consul of the sovereign 
concerned. 

The Princess, it is further stated, threat- 
ens to take legal proceedings in order to re- 
cover the documents.

He 
came down stairs at ithe hotel looking hag- 
gard, but said that he was well satisfied 
with himself and that he felt grateful to his 
friends for the efforts they had made in his 
behalf. ‘“I,shall go home feeling satisfied 
that all of them were faithful to me, and 
shall resume my former position in life with 
none but the best of feelings for all.”” Mr. 
Madden left the city on the 11 o’clock train 
for Chicago. 

Congressman Lorimer opened his head- 
quarters as a candidate this morning and 
unless he changes his mind he will remain 
here during the Legislative recess. 

The millionatre packer, Samuel Allerton, 
was the first Senatorial candidate to ap- 
pear in public this morning. He was un- 
usually jovial, and said that the withdrawal 
of Madden had greatly increased his chances 
of success. 

The friends of Congressman Hitt were 
out bright and early doing missionary work 
among the members before their d rture 
for home. His managers expressed greut 
confidence this morning that he would go 
into the caucus with enough votes to pre- 
vent the nomination going to any candidate 
on the first ballot. 

Col, Clark E. Carr and his friends are 
active, but are not talking a great deal, 
though the withdrawal of Madden has given 
Col. Carr great hopes.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Brief Sessions of Both Houses and Ad- 
journment to Monday. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, Jan. 15.—With every 
train that has left Springfield to-day has 
gone a crowd of ‘tired politicians.

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THOUSANDS DESERTING BOMBAY 
IN MAD HASTE. 


BUSINESS HOUSES 


CLOSE. 


When a Case Occurs in a Family, Two 
or Three Others Take It Quickly 
and All Die. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—A special to the 
Herald from Bombay says: 

The plague continues as bad as ever, and 
there is little prospect of its abating for 
some time to come. The official reports are 
getting nearer the truth now, but the real 
State of affairs is certainly alarming. The 
panic has been renewed and the exodus 
from ‘the city has commenced with a ven- 
geance. Indeed, it may fairly be stated 
that thousands of people are running away 
from the place as if somebody was pur- 
suing them. 

The scene at the Bunders was a remark- 
able one. The people were huddled together 
like sO many sheep, all clamoring for tick- 
ets. The poor officials were at their wits’ 
end, and when the steamer. started it left 
behind crowds of disappointed ones, some 
of whom, in the confusion, were separated 
from their families and loved ones and were 
weeping piteously. Rather than return to 
their homes the crowds remained at the 
Bunders waiting for the next steamer. Sim- 
ilar scenes are witnessed at the railway 
Stations, all of which are crowded with 
passengers night and day, all eager to get 
away from Bombay. 

Many officers have suffered in conse- 
quence of the clerks taking leave. Many 
of them were refused leave and were told 
that they would lose their appointments 
if they went away, but this does not keep 
them back. They would rather risk their 
appointments than stay in Bombay. The 
larger employers of labor are suffering se- 
verely. Establishments in which hundreds 
of workingmen were employed have now 
only a few people left. Several places of 
business have had to be closed in conse- 

uence. The mills are beginning to be af- 
ected, and if only the panic takes hold of 
the mill hands the consequences will be 
serious for the industry. One mill manager 
eaid he was 315 men short that day. 

Streets that were crowded and busy are 
now idle. Driving through one large street 
our correspondent came across several 

rge buildings totally deserted, while oth- 
ers had only one flat out of five or six 
occupied. 

Your correspondent paid another visit to 
the Hindoo burning ground and saw thirty 
bodies being burned on the various _—_ 
set apart for crema‘ion, while ten others 
were waiting their turn, three of them out- 
side of the gates on the public road. The 
bodies of two Hindoos who had died from 
plague were washed and dressed on the 
ublic roadway, on one of the most crowded 
horoughfares. The Parsees are being at- 
racked in large numbers also. 

Up till recently the cases occurred only 
singly, but now when a case occurs in a 
row e two or three others take it quickly 
and all die. 

The health authorities do not thoroughly 
appreciate the real gravity of the situation. 
All their labors are wasted upon temporary 
arrangements. The announcement that the 
authorities were seriously contemplating 
compulso a has added to the 
panic. The e will not submit to it, 
and if it were enforced ‘it is absolutely cer- 
tain that serious trouble will ensue. The 
leaders of the various communities have 
taken the matter in hand and each caste 
ia now arranging to provide separate hospi- 
tals for the accommodation and treatment 
of patients of their own. Some of these 
hospitals have air been opened. 

LONDON. Jan. 15.—France and Iitaiy are 
taking strict precautions against England 
and India on account of cholera and the 
plague. The British steamship Nubia, 
which recently arrived at Plymouth with 
cases of cholera on board, has been docked 
in London and no further cases of serious 
sickness among her recent passe have 
been reported and there is no excitement at 
Plymouth, although the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line steamers will touch at Southamp- 
ton instead of at Pi uth, for the present, 
in their trips from New York to Hamburg.

THE TWO REPORTS. 

The minority of the investigating com- 
mittee appointed to examine the charges 
made against members of the Democratic | 
City Central Committee did exactly right 
in reporting the facts they discovered and 
the conclusions they reached. Instead of 
being blamed for “washing dirty linen in 
public,” they are deserving of praise for 
the courage they displayed in performing 
a disagréeable duty. They would have 
been justified in placing before the public 
a complete summary of all the evidence 
of incompetence and corruption secured 
by them. They were appointed to inves- 
tigate, not to whitewash. 

Chairman Cook is mistaken when he 
says that the committee was appointed 
sitnply to devise a remedy for the present 
disorganization of the party in St. Louis. 
The origin of the committee was the de- 
mand of Chairman Brady for vindication. 
He asked the State Committee to appoint 
a committee to investigate statements 
that had been made regarding him in the 
newspapers, Undér these circumstances, 
it would have been‘absurd for the com- 
mittee to ignore the facts elicited regard. 
ing Chairman Brady and other members 
of the committee, . 
As regards the plan of reorganization, 
however, the recommendations contained? 
in the majority report are far better tha? 
those which the minority offer. Experi, 
ence everywhere has shown .that ther: 
can be no really effective party organiza- 
tion unless the party captains are broucht 
very close to the individual voter. The 
organization unit myst be so small! that 
each individual component can be reached 
in brief time and without frouble by the 
local manager to whom the work is as- 
signed. For this reason, the Precinct 
must be substituted for the Ward as the 
basis of party organization in St. Louis, 
or there is no use in taking another step 
in a plan that will be predestined to 
failure. 

The great fault of the minority sugges- 
tions is that they involve the maintenance 
of the present Ward divisions and the 
basing of the Central Committee on these 
wards, as heretofore. Nothing is more 
certain than that if this basis is main- 
tained, the City Central Committee, wheth- 
er composed of twenty-eight or of eighty- 
four members, will be controlled by pre- 
cisely the same influences that contro] the 
present committee and that have ‘con- 
trolled the City Committee for a dozen 
years. For example, it will be just as 
easy for Ed Butler to elect three mem- 
bers each in the wards of which he is the 
proprietor, as it has heretofore been for 
him to elect one member. So of the other 
Ward bosses. They have mastered the 
politics and the political personnel of 
their respective wards so thoroughly, that 
they will control any organization based 
on the old divisions. It is absolutely im- 
possible to prevent this. 

It is not an increase of members that 
is required to make the City Central Com- 
mittee representative and effective, but 
the shattering of the old influences and 
combines that now dominate it. It is 
certain that a committee of eighty-four 
members, dominated by the same influ- 
ences as now control the present commit- 
tee, would’ be a more useless and dan- 
gerous bvdy than the committee of 
twenty-eight members has been. The re- 
sponsibility of each individual member 
would be lessened, and the Bosses’ min- 
ions would be bolder in the defiance of 
decent public opinion, because in a body 
of eighty-four members it is more diffi- 
cult to reach any individual member than 
in a body of twenty-eight members. 

There is no political maxim more firmly 
established on the basis of experience 
than that the smaller the body of exec- 
utive officials in any party organization, 
the greater is the likelihood of efficient 
work, and the easier it is to hold the 
members individually and collectively to 
a sense of responsibility to the party and 
to the people. 

For these reasons, among others equally 
cogent, the plan submitted by the ma- 
jority’ of the investigating committee fs 
far preferable to that offered by the mi- 
nority. With a few modifications it 
affords the basis for such a reorganiza- 
tion of the Democratic party in St. Louis 
as the State Committee will insist upon 
if it does its duty.

FREE HOMESTEAD BILL. 


Text of the Measure as Passed by ths 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—Followiug 
is the text of the free homestead bill passed 
by the Senate: 

“That all settlers under the homestead 


laws of the United*States upon the puoiic 
lands acquired prior to passage of this act 
by treaty or agreement from the various 
Indian tribes, who have, or who shall here- 
after reside upon the tract entered in good 
fatth for the period required by existing 
law,shall be entitled to a patent for the 


local land officers of the usual and cus- 
tomary fees, and no other further charge 
of any kind whatsoever shall be required 
from such eettler to entitle him to a patent 
for the land covered by his entry; provided, 


that the right to commute any sch entry 
and pay for such lands in t option of 
any such settler, and in the time and at 


the prices now fixed by existing laws, shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

“Provided, however, that all sums of 
money so released, which, if not released 
would belong to any Indian tribe, shall be 
— to such Indian tribe by the United 
States.”

EXPECT CIVIC FEDERATION AID. 


Taxpayers’ League Also in the Triple 
Alliance If Noonan and Ziegen- 
hein Are Party Nominees, 


The National Democratic Club of St. Louis 
expects to have a candidate for the Mayor- 
alty in the spring. 

Under certain conditions its candidate is 
to be the candidate of the Civic Federation 
and receive the indorsement of the Tax Pay- 
ers’ League. 

This friple alliance is expected to carry 
everything before it, according to members 
of the goldbug organization, who state that 
overtures have been made to them by mem- 
bers of the Civie Federation and the Tax 
Payers’ League with a view to combining on 
one candidate. 

The goldbugs will within two weeks organ- 
ize a City Central Committee. After that 
they will nominate a Mayoralty candidate 
ani@ look to the Civic Federation to support 
him. 

Members of the proposed City Central 
Committee are to be elected at mass-meet- 
ings held in as many wards as can furnish 
the requisite attendance at the meetings. 


According to a leading member of the club, 
it is already settled who will constitute the 
City Central Committee, the mass-meetings 
to be merely for the purpose of giving the 
selections the semblance of indorsement by 
the rank and file. 

Among those ment’oned for the nomina- 
tion are R. Graham Frost and Alex N. De 
Menil. According to Mr. De Men'l’s best 
friend, he feels assured that he is to be 
the nominee and will accept, although 
fearful that it will be an empty honor. 

On the same authority it is stated that 
members of the Civic Federation and of the 
Tax Payers’ League have approached 
members of the National Democratic Club 
with the representation that they were 
convinced that Ziegenhein was to be the 
Republican and ex-Mayor Noonan the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for the mayoralty, in which 
event the Civie Federation would have to 
oppose both old parties. 

In that contingency the Civic Federation 
would be willing to join with the National 
Democratic Club provided the latter nomi- 
nated an acceptable cand‘date, and the 
Tax-Payers’ League would also join the 
alliance. 

Many members ‘of the Civic Federation 
and Tax-Payers’ League are also members 
of the gold organization. 

“No formal action has been taken,” said 
Mr. De Menil’s best friend, ‘‘but the sug- 
gestion is being discussed by members of 
the National Democratic Club. It is com- 
mon talk that such a project is under 
coneideration. As far as the Nation- 
al Democratic Club is concerned, we would 
accept the co-operation of the Civic Fed- 
eration and the other organization on the 
one condition that our candidate was to 
continue as the gold standard Democratic 
nominee, running on the Indianapolis plat- 


rm. 

‘‘We shall not submit to dictation from the 
Civic Federation, but if the man we nomi- 
nate is not acceptable we would be will- 
ing to receive suggestions from the Civic 
hy eens and put up some other candi- 

ate.”’ 

Mr. Herman H. Haeussler, who is a mem- 
ber of the pupesere League, and also of 
the National -mocratic Club, while de- 
clining to admit that a proposition had been 
made, said to Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he had no doubt the Taxpayers’ League 
would indorse the gold standard nominee if 
the Republican and Democratic nominees 
were as indicated. 

‘‘Any alliance of the kind indicated,”’ said 
Dr. W, W. d, President of the Civic Fed- 
eration, ‘“‘would be in the hands of the Cen- 
tral Council. I do not know whether any 
suggestion has been made to the National 
Democratic Club or not, . 

“I myself do not believe that the Repub- 
licans will nominate Mr. Ziegenhein or the 
Democrats Mr. Noonan.

MONTAUK INDIANS 


Will Sue the Long Island Railroad for 
Their Lands. 


RIVER HEAD, N. Y., Jan. 15.—The Mon- 
tauk tribe of Indians, by their Chief and 
King, Wyandank Pharavh, have asked leave 
of County Judge Benj. F. Reeves to bring 
an action against the Long Island Railroad 
for the recovery of Montauk Point. The suit 
involves the title to the peninsula of Mon. 
tauk, which consists of about 9,000 acres of 
land, and is now worth perhaps $500,000. The 
summons and complaint, drawn up by New 
York lawyers, are ready for service, but 
they have not been presented to Judge 
Reeves. The Judge, however, intimated that 
he would probably give permission for the 
suit to be brought. 

The plaintiffs are direct descendants of the 
once famous and powerful tribe of Mon- 
tauk Indians. Their claim is that they have 
the right to inhabit the peninsula and to en- 
oy all the benefits to be derived therefrom. 
When the property was sold to Arthur W. 
Benson, in 1878, it was sold subject to the 
rights of these Indians to use and occupy 
certain portions of the land on Montauk, 
known as the Indian Field. 

A patent from the Crown of England was 
given to the town of East Hampton about 
the middle of the severteenth century. The 
land was divided into thirty-five shares, val- 
ued at £40 a share, and sold to different in- 
dividuals, always subject to the right of the 
Montauk Indians. 


RAN ON THE ROCKS. 


Accident to the Cruiser Montgomery

best plan of reorganization. 

The politicians now seem to be glad that 
the sub-committee of the State Committee 
simply referred the two reports of the In- 
vestigating Committee to the whole Btate 
Committee. But the two reports caused 
sharp dissension among local politicians, 
who gathered at the Planters’ Thursday. 

Attorney Frank K. Ryan was generally 
acknowledged to be the author of the ma- 
jority report of the Investigating Commit- 
tee. Mr. Edwin Harrison and Mr. Chas. D. 
MeClure, who signed it with him, were 
looked upon as Ryan's converts. The ma-

PATHETIC STORY OF SAMUEL 
ASHERMAN OF ARIZONA. 


SON’S NUMEROUS MISDOINGS. 


Stole All His Life, Murdered 2 Miner 
and Buried His Plunder 
at Sandusky. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SANDUSKY, O., Jain. 15.—Samuel Asher- 
man of Phoenix, Ariz., arrived in the city 
last night from Chicago and is registered at 
the Lake House. Mr. Asherman is a man 
of large physique, about 65 years old and 
bears traces of having recently suffered 
much trouble. He was inquiring for police 
headquarters, where he had a conference 
with the Chief and related a most sensa- 
tional tale, as follows: 

“I am a retired joiner and builder, having 
quit the business some ten years ago. I 


and had one child, Oscar, who, had he lived, 
would have been 3 years old this month, 
The boy. though surrounded by the best 


an irresistible desire to sieal and would take 
small articles of jewelry from his home and 
hide them. Late in 188 I had to leave my 
native country on his account. He went into 
a large bank in Birmingham at the busiest 
hour of the day for the ostensible purpose 
of delivering a message from me to one of 
the bank clerks, and while standing at the 
counter he took a bag containing 200 sover- 
eigns ($1,000) and decamped with it. A stron 
effort was made by my friends and mysel 
for the leniency of the courts, and under 
a law which permits it to be done, the boy, 
who was then not quite 20 years old, was 
released on bonds being given that he would 
came up for judgement when called upon. 
could stand the disgrace no longer and at 
once sold out my business, in which I had 
acquired more than enough for the wants 
of myself and family, and came to the 
United States. 

“T went to Helena, Mont., and then to 
Oregan. The boy kept up his deviltry every- 
where. He lef* us in September, 1889, and 
a few days later the dead body of William 
Thompson, a miner, was found lying in a 
deep ravine, the man having been fatally 
shot. It developed that the miner was on 
his way to Corvallis, where he intended to 
deposit about $30,000 worth of gold, which 
was missing. Suspicion of course attached 
“o Osear, but he never wes caught. I found 
him at Phoenix, Ariz. The Berd boy had 
developed “a very severe affliction of the 
heart and when I found him he was penni- 
less and disease had wasted him almost to 
a skeleton, 

“He confessed to me that he murdered the 
miner, Thompson, at Corvallis, and told me 
that he found his way to Ch'cago and *hence 
to Sandusky. I have looked around the city 
a little since I have been here and from his 
description of the docks and the city gen- 
erally there is no doubt that he was here. 
He told me what one evening he went out 
and located a place where he could bury 
the stolen gold. 

“He gave me a full description of the 


buried the gold. The poor miner who was 


for them after I find the gold. I have found 
them, and given them a sufficient amount (to 
keep them from starving, but I will never 
rest until I have exerted every possible 
means to restore to the widow and orphans 
what rightfully belongs to them.”’ 

The officials consulted a map of the city 
and county, and the location of the premises 
ef William Brown, a prominent farmer, was 
fuund to correspond exactly with the de- 
scription given by him. A telephone mes- 
sage wast answered by a member of the fam- 
ily at a late hour last night, and stated.

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MEXICAN TRADE. 


A DIRECT LINE OF STEAMERS BY 
WAY OF NEW ORLEANS. 


A BIG SCHEME IS ON FOOT. 


St. Louis Capitalists Are Working to 
Get Direct Communication With 
the Mexican Seaports. 


St. Tsou's will in a comparatively short 


(Tite have ad rect water connection with the 
Steathen Republic if the plan of a number 
of St.’ Lou's capitalisss is carried out. 

The itnner workings of the movement 
have been kept a profound secret, but there 
has been sufficient leakage through various 
channels to show that steps are being taken 
by prominen® locs! cap‘talists to operate a 
new steamship line between the United 
States and Mex'co. The Mississippi River 
from St. Louis to the Gulf of Mexico will 
be used as a feeder for the line. Shipments 
destineg for Mexican points will be shipped 
by steamboat to New Orleans, where they 
will be »ransferred to one of the Gulf steam- 
ers, which will operate between New Or- 
leans and Tampico and New Orleans and 
Vera Cruz. 

The new line will form the only direct 
Water connection ever made thetween New 
Orleans and these points and will shorten 
the route from St. Leah to Mexico nearly 
#0 miles. Tarmmpico is 709 miles southwest of 
New Orleans and Vera Cruz 90 miles south- 
southwest, 

Those who have known of its plan for 
Some time say that it affords an explanation 
for the recent agitation of a number of 
questions which have been claiming the at- 
tention of railroad and river men. 

It ‘s said by those in a position to know 
to have been the prime factor in the move- 
ment to have a system of jetties Installed 
in Southwest Pass at the delta of “he Mis- 
sissipp! River. The initiative in this matter 
was taken by New Orleans shippers ap- 
parently, but they had the hearty co-opera- 
ton of she River Committee of the St. Louls 
Merchants’ Exchange. A number of meet- 
ings were held {n the directors’ room of the 
Merchants’ Exchange and the St. Louisans 
interested in river shipments decided to 
work with the New Orleans delegation to 
bring “he matter before Congress. 

The Southwest Pass is the most direct 
gateway from New Orleans to Tampico and 
Vera Cruz, but in its present conditien it 
is not navigable by large steamers. 

With a system of jetties the new line of 
steamers could ply between the wharves at 
New Orleans and the ports of Tampico and 
Vera Cruz and make the trip much more 
quickly than by way of the South Pass, 
which is now the only navigable outlet from 
New Orleans to the gulf. The action of 
Congress will be awalel with interest by 
those behind the new enterprise, though it 
is probable the line will be operated by way 
of South Pass if it is found impracticable 
to bulld jetves in Southwest Pass. 

The present effort to destroy the discrimi- 
nation against St. Louis in favor of gulf 
export points on rail shipments of grain 
for export will, it is believed, also have an 
ass. agua bearing on the plan and its exe- 
cution, 

A prominent member of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, speaking of the war being made 
on put points, said Thursday afternoon: 

“If you keep your eye on this discussion 
you will find that it is the forerunner of 
the biggest river and gulf improvement 
scheme ever started in St. Louls. I can’t 
say anything further just at present, but 
watch for developments.,’’ 

On the heels of the charge of discrimina- 
tion against St. Loutsin favor of Gulf points 
comes a well-defined rumor that Western 
trunk lines are preparing to make a sub- 
stantial reduction -in grain rates to St. 
Lou's on grain destined for expor: points. 
The promoters of the new steamship line 
are among those who are asking for the re- 
duction. Reduced rates would divert to 
St. Louls much of the grain which is now 
shipped South and southwest before reach- 
ing here. With a direct water way between 
St. Louis and Mexico the Karsas, Missouri 
and Nebraska lines would find it to their 
interest to bring shipments to St. Lou's 
rather than ‘to turn ‘them over to connect- 
ing lines at other points. Though their 
revenue would be lighter on out-bound gship- 
ments, they would have the first call on re- 
turn shipments from Mexico. 

There ts a splendid marke: in Mexico for 
St. Louis corn. Shipments of corn from the 
St. Louls market to Mexico were extremely 
heivy during the past year. 

from Tampico direct connection can be 
had with half a dozen Mexican railroads, 
among them the Monterey and Mexican 
Gulf and the Mexican International. From 
Vera Cruz all the principal points on the 
Mexican Central, Mexican Southern and 
Mexican Interoceanic can be reached.

ASSOCIATION 


LOCAL CLERGYMEN INTERESTED: 
IN A PHILANTHROPIC SCHEME. 


WORK OF THE CHICAGO BODY. 


St. Louis to Be Made the Central Sta- 
tion for Colonists in the 
South and West. 


A Homeszeekers’ Association is about to 
be established in St. Louls. Several clergy- 
men and others interested in the social 
problem of providing homes for the people 
are pushing the matter. ‘ 

The Rev. James M. Spencer of the Cen- 
tral People’s Church has offered the lec- 
ture-room as a place of meeting for the 
homeseekers, and a general invitation will 
be sent out to the miniteters of different 
denominations to come together and dis- 
cuss the matter. 

The object of the association, which is 
entirely philanthropic, %s to disseminate 
reliable information concerning the va¢i- 
ous sections of country still open for cet- 
tlement, and prevent the homeseekers from 
being victimized by agents who sell worth- 
less lands. . 

Already the organization has branches in 
most of the Southern and Western States. 
Through a «ystem of correspondence with 
clergymen and others in the neighborhood 
of the lands to be settled the association 
can give unbiased information § tothe 
would-be settler. 

Edward Everett Hale of Boston and the 
Rey. John Rusk of Chicago were practical- 
ly the orem rors of the plan. Mr. Hale 
organized his famous Plymouth colony in 
Idaho, and ‘the Homeseekers’ Association, 
which had just been organized in Chicago 
by clergymen from all over the country, 
took it up. About 100 families were sent 
out to the new Plymouth colony, the actual 
settlers forming a company and managing 
entirely their own finances. Each settler 
took up from ten to forty acres of irrigated 
land and one acre in the village of Home 
Acres, situated in the center of the farms, 
Here the colonists built their homes, the 
school~house, town hall, theater, creamery 
and canning factory. “A 

e 


After two years 
proved a success. 

In the work of the association in Chicago 
and large cities in the Hast the problem of 
finding homes for thousands of unemployed 
was a serious one. More than 100 of the 
destitute at Pullman was sent South after 
the great strike by the Homeseekers’ Asso- 
clation, and since the officers of the as- 
sociation have been deluged with letters 
from Eastern and Western men, who wish 
to go South. 

‘‘The tide of immigration has turned to the 
Southern States,’” announced Dr, Rusk, at 
a public mass meeting of homeseekers of 
Chicago two weeks ago, when Postmaster 
Washington Hesing, one of the directors, 
presided. 

St. Louis will be the center of the South- 
ern movement and a large part of the West- 
ern. The officers of the association wish 
the burden of faithfully reporting the lands 
south of St. Louis to fall upon those who 
are mostly familiar with the country, 

Colonies are forming in Chicago to locate 
in several Southern States, notably Texas, 
Louisiana, in the famous Hammond section, 
and Alabama. | 

St. Louis is the market for these places, 
and as the success of Hammond has drawn 
hundreds of homeseeker: to places along the 
line of the Illinois Central, because it has a 
direct outlet in Chicago, so other colonies 
desire ‘to locate on lines which have direct 
communication with some large city. There 
being no Ohio river traffic assoc.ation to 
separate St. Louig érom the South, it is the 
logical clearing-house and market for col- 
onists to the South and Southwe:t. 

Within the next few weeks officers of the 
Chicago association will visit St. Louis to 
confer with the leaders in the movement 
here. Among ‘the directors are Rev. Dr. 
John Rusk, President; Rev. H. W. Carwar- 
dine, Vice-President; George E. Gishing, 
Secretary; Rev. ©.

LUMBER TRADE OUTLOOK. 
Big Increase in Volume of Business oe noe 


Expected During 1897. Mr. Werner will be remembered as the

The Lumbermen’s Exchange has com. 
pleted its report for the year 189. While 
there was a falling off in tthe volume of 
trade as compared with the preceding year, 
dealers are emcouraged. Steps have already 
been taken to increase interests, and new 
concerns are constantly coming into the 
field. 

The receipts by rail in this market were 
56,773 cars, aS against 68,621 cars in 189, show- 
ing a loss of 1,548 cars. 

The river brought in 86,097,900 feet in the 
past twelve months, while from the same 
source 97,764,812 feet came in during 1895. 

Taking 12,000 feet as an average car of 
lumber, the tot receipts were 795,131,400 
feet, a loss for thos of 32,106,495 feet. 

The shipments by rail for the two years

by river in 1896, 395,042,000 feet; in 1895, 397,852,- 
000 feet.
